Chicago,- July 13.—The tirost rema.rk- 


able national convention since the Ddm- 
ocratlc party, in I860, was rent asunder 
on f he slavery Issue, has ended, the con- 
vention having" completed the work 
which split the party in twain on thj 
financial issue. Arthur Sewall of Maine, 
a Bath shipbuilder, and an ardent free 
coinage man, was named for vice presi- 
dent, on a ticket headed by William J. 


i. Cryan, the eloquent young orator from 


the prairies beyond the Missouri. - Over 
160 delegates to the convention, all o£ 
whom, with the exception of the gold 
delegation from Wisconsin and a por- 
tion of the delegation from Minnesota, 
came from east of the Allegbanys, re- 
fused to participate In the nomination 
of a. presidential candidate on a free sil- 
ver platform. Over 250 declined to par- 
ticipate in a nomination for vice presi- 
dent. 
Many o£ the gold deleg-ates had 


left the city in diEjust. "Whether the 
seceders will place a third ticket In the 
field, as the minority did at Baltimore 
in I860, is a matter for future develop- 
ment. 


The silver Democrats, who controlled 


the convention absolutely, ar.d who 
alienated the east In order to erect the 
banner of silver, hoped to secure support 
from the Populists of the west and the 
south, and the sMverReptjbllcans.to rec- 
ompense them for the loss which plat- 
form and ticket must inevitably entail 
ir. the east. They hope to see all the 
hitherto discordant elements of silver 
rally to the standard which they have 
raised. 


The nomination of Sewall for vice 


president was perhaps even more of a 
surprise than that of Bryan for presi- 
dent 
Bryan had set the convention 


aflame with his eloquence, and his name 
was on every lip when the balloting be- 
gan, but Sewall's name In connection 
with, this vice presidency had hardly been 
mentioned. John R. McLean,, the Cin- 
cinnati editor, was the most prominent 
candidate In the field, and had the nom- 
ination been made. Friday night he 
would probably have received It. But 
the leaders decided'to allow the ballot- 
ing to go over until Saturday, so that an 
opportunity might be had to thoroughly 
caucus the situation and to learn 
Bryan's wishes In regard to his running 
mate. The name of Sewall, of ex-Con- 
gressman Shlvely of Indiana, who has 
recently been nominated for governor of 
the Hoosier state, McLean, Sibley of 
Pennsylvania, Bland and others were 
canvassed, and Senator Jones and some 
of his associates of the silver leaders 
came to the conclusion that for geo- 
graphical and othe'r reasons the Maine 
man was the most available candidate 
to place on the ticket with Mr. Bryan. 
The strongest argument in his favor, 
perhaps, was that his nomination would 
at once silence the cry that the silver 
cause was sectional—an imputation the 
Arkansas senator was quick to rebuke, 
when Senator Tillman avowed that such 
wasfthe case,In the convention.on Thurs- 
day. McLean decided not to be a candi- 
date and gave directions to his friends 
in the Ohio delegations not to present 
his name-, but the McLean sentiment 
was so strong that it could not be sup- 
pressed. Just as the contest had nar- 
rowed down to a race between Ser,-all 
and McLean, the latter, through a per- 
sonal telegram which was read from the 
st^ge, withdrew his name and there was 
a stampede for Sewall. 


The latter was nominated as Bryan 


was, on the fifth ballot. W. R. Burke of 
California nominated Sewall. 
On the 


first ballot 15 candidates were voted for, 
Sibley of Pennsylvania, receiving 1C3, 
;he highest number of votes. The other 
votes were • divided as follows: 
Mc- 


Lean, 110; Sewall, 100; Harrity, 21: Judge 
W. Clark of North Carolina, 50: Senator 
Daniel of Virginia, 11; Bland, G2; Black- 
burn. 20; ex-Congressman Williams of 
Illinois..22; .George F. Williams of Mass- 
achusetts. 16; Boies, 20; Pattlson of 
Pennsylvania, 2; Senator-White of Cali- 
fornia, 1; Fithian of Illinois and Sena- 
tor Teller of Colorado, 1 each. 


On the second.ballot there wag an at- 


tempt to stampede the convention to 
Bland, who on this ballot received 294 
votes, McLean moved.up to 158, Sibley 
fell back to US,;and Sewall dropped to 37. 
Hi looked' as If the latter was disastrously 
beaten. 


But Senator Jones, with his 16 Ar- 


kansas votes, stood firm. He rallied the 
followers of. the Maine man, and on the 
next ballot Sewall se_cured 97 votes. 
Meantime there appeared to be a gen- 
eral movement1 in favor, of McLean. 
Rome of the Bland men deserted him and 
went to McLean, who led on this ballot 
with 210. After the announcement of 
this votej Bland's name was withdrawn 
.by Governor Stone of Missouri, who read 
a message - from, the Missourlan posi- 
tively declining to allow the use of his 
name for the vice presidential nomina- 
tion.

The Bland votes on the fourth ballot 


went to Sewall in lage blocks, but Mc- 
Lean captured enough .-to-.give him 
seemingly a safe lead of 294, against 261 
for Eewall. During.this rollcall there 
had been trouble In the Ohio delegation, 
-which was polled, and"showed 14 antl- 
-ilcLean votes locked up by the unit 
rule. There "was also a big revolt against 
Governor Altgeld's domination in the 
Illinois delegation. 
Ex-Congressman 


Fithiari made a flery protest against the 
nomination of .the Ohio edJtor. It was 
at this critical Juncture that McLean's 
telegram was read by -one of. the .Ohio 
delegates. The/telegram stated that It 
was Mr. McLean's wish that he should 
not be balloted for.

hurt, dangerously so, to a greater or less 
degree.

homes. It took much time to prepare 
the Injured for their Journey to this city. 
It was necessary to transport them a 
considerable distance after tile wouncl3 
were dressed. 


It was many hours after the departure 


of the first section of the return train, 
which carried the unhurt, before the sec- 
ond section was started. The latter car- 
ried all the wounded, whose hurts were 
berlous. It had also on board such 
friends of the injured as -would not be 
torn away from, or forced to leave tha 
sides of their suffering loved ones.

fated excursion train. His orders "were 
to wait at Logan for the fast mail and 
fast freight. He started his train out 
immediately after the mall passed, for- 
getting about the freight. The head-end 
collision occurred 20 minutes later on a 
curve. The heavy freight passed par- 
tially over the passenger. All'the peo- 
ple killed were In the front coaches of the 
excursion.

STHTJCE; EMPTY CARS. 


Five Persons l£!llet[ In un Accident to a 


Picnic Train. 


Chlcf-so, July 13. — Five people were 


killed, three fatally injured and a score 
seriously hurt In a wreck on the Wis- 
consin Central road last night. 
The 


wrecked trrjn was the first section of a 
picnic which had been held ac Schiller 
park, about 12 miles west of the city. 
The picnic was held under the auspices 
of the Ancient Order of United Work- 
men, and fully 3000 people were in at- 
tendance. The first secUoji consisted o£ 
12 cars, and left the park snortly after 
S o'clock for the return trip to the city. 


All the cars were densely crowded, and 


'many people were standing on the plat- 
form of the cars. 
When 
the train 


reached Altenhe'im cemetery, 10 miles 
from the city, it ran" upon a siding In 
front of the depot. 


The picnic traln'was not running over 


10 miles an hour, and when It nearc.'d 
Allenheim, the switchman at the depot 
opended a switch to transfer a freight 
train, and did not close It In time to pre- 
vent the picnic train from dashing upon 
a siding, where a 
train of 
empty 


coaches were standing, waiting for A 
clear track. 


The picnic train did not strike the 


train on the siding with great force, and, 
in fact, the entire engine of the picnic 
train was not damaged beyond a broken 
pilot. The force of the collision was suf- 
Bclent, however, to Jam the first coach 
up against the baggage car in such a 
way as to partially 'telescope it. The 
people who were killed were all standing 
on the platform of the first coach, and 
their lives were crushed out by the rear 
end of the baggage car. All' of the seri- 
ously injured were in the first car, and 
none of the passengers In the other cars 
were badly injured, although some of 
them were bruised by being thrown 
against seats, and to the floor of the cars.

Institutions Which Teach Trades 


to Their Inmates and at the 
Same Time Make the Knowl- 
edge Useless—The Subject An- 
alyzed by One Who Under- 
stands It.

If v?a confine onr investigation of 


churitable limitations to their reports 
or to visiting them, yre shall find it ut- 
most impossible to got at the effect of 
their -\vorlE. Most of the reports uru by 
those who belong to the institutions, or 
ropport them, or believo firmly that be- 
cause thero is u cry of distress any at- 
tempt at relief is a good and praise- 
worthy act. I believe' that reformers 
ihonld.tako every opportunity to pro- 
claim that an act is not praiseworthy, 
or even justifiable, unless tho results are 
permanently helpful to the recipient. 


In ilr. Bendy'a book on tho "Mean- 


ing and Methods of True Ch;irity" bo 
Bays, "True charity involves n full ac- 
quaintance with tho wider social'coudi- 
tlons and tendencies within Hie limits 
of which wo work, and without knowl- 
•cdgo of which our efforts lire likely to 
bo self destructive." Accepting this 
definition of what true charity ought to 
be, lot us see how f;ir onr charitable in- 
stitutions net upon it. 


The cloaimakers of New Tork claim 


that the United Hebrew Charity organ- 
ization was turning out ready rondo 
clooimalcers by tho dozen at a time 
when there was not enough work to bo 
had for those already in the trade. It is 
only fnir to eny that if this organized 
body bad "a full acquaintance with 
tho socinl conditions nnd tendencies" 
within tho limits of which it worked 
it must certainly see that by crowd- 
ing more cloakmokers Into a market al- 
ready overstocked it would first forco 
out of employment some of those now 
earning a living at that trade; second, 
it would compel n further subdivision 
of the work to be had, and, third, there 
would bo a lot of unemployed cloak- 
makers to bo tuien care of by it3 own 
or some other charitable institution. In 
London Mr. Ferrer nnd Mr. iJoch of the 
Charily Orjrsuiizatiou society objected 
to giving work outside what ihc rniirkat 
demanded becaueo it forced into pau- 
perism those immediately above the 
. class it rescued, and by merely substi- 
tuting'tho labor of tho " worst for that 
of the better sort, it luiuc i-oally raise 
tho cost of production nnd intensify the 
evil it sought to remove." 


There c.in be little hope for anything 


but confusion nnd waste of good ma- 
terial uutil all bodies working for the 
elimination of poverty recognize that 
tho individual whom they seek to benefit 
must fco in.ido independent, nnd thut 
the worker who is in a trade and 'be- 
longs to a trndo union is doing whp.t he 
can through organization to raise the 
.Rtunilaril of living nnd thereby abolish 
poverty, and that it is tho duty of all 
bodies which have for their object tho 
well Liuiug of mankind to givo their in- 
dividual support to nil labor organiza- 
tions in their efforts to get at least a 
living wage. This might be accom- 
plished ii every charitable institution 
•woultl keep !i list of union prices, and 
never underbid such prices in its efforts 
to obtain work for those depending up- 
oa it for support. If this is not done 
nnd these institutions go on blindly, 
underselling in tho competitive market, 
they will simply work against them- 
selves jind roako two dependents where 
there was ono before. 


Tho Salvation Army of London estab- 


lished workshops for the employment of 
the. -unemployed and then brongh t tho 
products into tho market to compete not 
only with those who hart found work 
independently, but- also with those for 
whom work had been provided by other 
institutions'. Thus tho London school 
bo;ird accepted the tender of the Salva- 
tion Army for supplying firewood to 
the schools for 12 mouths in preference 
to tho competing tenders of tho Church 
Array, Bernard's homo and the Boys' 
home, Regent's park. 


Many of tlui C'h;iritiea of New York 


do lasting harm by having work done 
at less than tho average wage and then 
sending the produce of snch labor into 
the market to compete with the labor of 
those who ara trying to keep up wages 
by organization. It has been my fortune 
tobave worked the greater part of my 
life with institution reared girls And 
I am forced to say thac experience has 
ttmzht mo that two of the noblest insti- 
tutions, with.the most self sacrificing 
women as their conductors, have worked 
more harm, in n single trade in a few 
years than we may ever hppo to repair. 
The Catholic orphan asylums of New 
York and Brooklyn are the institutions 
to which I refer. These institutions, be- 
cause they muit support the children 
or make them support themselves, turn 
their buildings, or tomes, as (hey are 
sometimes called, into factories where 
they manufacture gloves, shoes, shirts 
rtncl chairs. All of these industries are 
carried on on strictly business princi- 
ples. That is, they take up a trade to 
mate rnoney by it. They go into the 
competitive- market, bid for the work 
that is to bo.had and almost always .get 
it, for they can afford to do the work at 
a much lower figure than the average 


" manufacturer because of their superior 


organization and the support which they 
receive for tho^childreu from the state. 
'"he sisters,"'almost deserving and noble 
1 ody of women, do not seem to see fnr- 
i lier than the immediate need of support 
• ~r tae children and ^tho prosperity o{ 


their crder. 
They do not even realize 


that by underbidding in the competitive 
market in this way, so as to get work 
for their own children, they are helping 
to form conditions which will make it 
utterly impossible for the same children 
to earn a living when thrown on their 
own resources. 


In an address delivered by Mrs. Low- 


ell on the dependent children of New 
York county in October, 1803, she gives 
a vivid account of the life of children 
as part of a great body without any 
training of family life, living in the 
unnatural isolation of a crowd of chil- 
dren like themselves nnd subject to in- 
stitution training which must destroy 
in almost all the capiicities to meet the 
difficulties and temptations to which 
they will be exposed so soon as they be- 
gin life for themselves. What prepara- 
tion for independent notion cun be 
found in n life, the ono.necessity of 
which is absolute dependence npun and 
conformity to rule? What room is there 
for the development or exercise of en- 
ergy or invention in a life where every- 
thing is ready to hand and prepared by 
machinery-? "WTmt sense of personal love 
or care can be felt when the child is 
one of 500 or 100, marshaled 
and 


drilled in companies from tho "getting 
up in the morning until tho going to 
bed at night? Fnncy the stultification 
o£ mind and soul which must follow 
from such conditions. 


To get a clearer idea of what these 


children have to battle with when they 
come out into the world and how poorly 
they are prepared for the struggle, we 
tuight take us an example a young shirt- 
maker tryiffg to make a pl;ico for her- 
Kelf in. the trade .after leaving the con- 
vent. The first thing forced upou her 
mind when applying for work is that 
there arc quite enough of her kind of 
sliirtmakers in the murket already; but, 
granting that ehe is fortunate enough 
to obtain work in ono of tho factories 
already well supplied, she soon leariis 
that the institution from which she has 
graduated may at any moment offer to 
do the work she now has for less money 
than she receives, and thus force upon 
her the alternative of accepting a reduc- 
tion in price or going without work, 
which to her means to be turned out 
upon the streets, being an orphan and 
very often friendless. Her education as 
part of a vast body, without any knowl- 
edge of worldly affairs, has unfitted her 
for any kind of resistance to die despor- 
nte struggle iu which she finds herself. 
Of all hopeless working women she 
Boon becomes the most hopeless. With- 
out interest in anything in the world 
but her own little existence, with little 
or no love for the institution she has 
just left, and with no idea of individu- 
ality, she has only one desire—to shuke 
off nil responsibility on any one who is 
willing to take it. This is not "at all to 
be wondered at, for she has gone through 
life thus far as part of a well regulated 
machine, and is now utterly unfit to 
stand alouo. 


Bo we ECO these institutions by their 


(zrceil or shortsightedness defeating the 
very end they have in view, the teach- 
ing of the children trades whereby they 
m.iy earn an honest living. The children 
firo taught trades, but what are their 
chances of earning n living in a trnde 
in which it no longer pays even a pow- 
erful body like these insjtitutions to en- 
gage. Such is the story of the shirt 
tradel It now pays so poorly that the 
institutions are taking up other branches 
of industry. 
No more money for them 


in the shirt business! What of the girl 
who must earn a living for herself sin- 
gle handed in the trnde which they 
have helped to rniii? What will become 
of her while sho is learning another 
business? 


It was the results of this same system 


that is bringing into direct competition 
the labor of those who arc partially sup- 
ported by tho state with, the labor of 
men and women who depend entirely 
upon their own resources to earn n liv- 
ing •which led to organized 
action 


cgainst contract -labor in the New York 
Htatc prisons about 20 years ago. This 
agitation was at its strongest in 1879 
when the New York papers and the la- 
bor organizations made a determined 
attack on this phase of the evil. The 
Hatters' union by its unceasing activity 
completely abolished the making of hats 
in the New York state prisons and has 
thereby been .enabled to keep up tho effi- 
ciency of work and the scale of wages 
in the trade ever since. It was shown 


ganized effort might at least be expected 
to open the eyes of the public/and through 
the public perhaps reach the^directors of 
these institutions nnd show, thorn the 
grave injustice they are. doing to their 
wards in teaching them trades in which 
there is no longer a living to be earned 
and then exaggerating the injustice by 
themselves underbidding in the competi- 
tive market and -getting most of the 
work that is to be had in theso same 
trades. 
: 


Surely this lack of interest or willful 


neglect as to the results of their own 
labors should not bo tolerated in church 
liny more than in state organizations.-

Trades unionists can do a good work 


in the churchea'of which they aro mem- 
bers if they will only make the effort 
Endless opportunities 
present them- 


selves which can bo improved upon. 
Discussing the labor question with your 
preacher will broaden his mind and 
most probably arou'so hip. sympathies. 
A ten liinutes' "talk" before the Chris- 
tian Endeavor. or other church society 
may work wonders. If a labor organiza- 
tion has a few dollars to spend in prop- 
aganda work, it can make a good in- 
ve.'itment in a few copies of Professor 
Ely's "Social Aspects of Christianity," 
or "History of the Labor Movement In 
America," which could be presented to 
some of the local ministers with the re- 
quest that they read the book and dis: 
cuss it from their pulpits. That much 
good world result from such n plan I 
have no doubt. 


There is no reason why the trades 


union and the church should not be the 
closest of allies. There was never a 
more propitious time for a union of re- 
form forces than today, when the church 
is being awakened as never before to a 
sense of her duty toward the oppressed 
ones of earth. Look at the magnificent 
galaxy of reformers she places at our 
disposal—Bishop Potter, Bishop Hunt- 
ington, Lymart Abbott, George D. Her- 
ron, Myron Reed, William S. Rains- 
ford, Father McGlyiin and many others 
who coulci be named. 


More confidence in one another, more 


sincerity of purpose, more honest inves- 
tigation of c.iuses and effects and of how 
to deal with ihem, more true manhood, 
more love to God and to our fellow 
man—theso are the crying needs of the 
hour.—Alexanders.

No Convict Labor. 


The managers of the Grant monu- 


ment fund have decided that tho Golden 
Gate park statue of General Grant, the 
great leader of the Union armies, shall 
rest on a pedestal of granite carved by 
free men. 


The hews published to the effect that 


the pedestal of the monument had been 
quartered and dressed by the convicts 
of Folsom state prison created wide- 
spread comment and evoked many ex: 
pressions of regret that the managers of 
the monument fund had uot employed 
the labor of free and honest working- 
men in the enterprise. The more the 
subject was discussed the stronger be- 
ceme the conviction that- the prison 
carved material should bo rejected and 
other granite substituted. 


Accordingly it was decided to cast 


the prison stone aside and put in other 
material In pursuance of this decision 
orders -were given at the park to remove 
the objectionable granite base from the 
site and to abandon work at Folsom on 
the stone coping designed 'to surround 
the monument plot.—San Francisco ISi- 
Euniner.

Omaha, July 13.—Omaha is a city of 


mourning. 
The 
Sabualh 
moviilntf 


broURht with It a full realization of the 
greatest catastrophe that ever wreaked 
i death and desolation In the hearts and 
firesides of thu city's peopft. Twenty- 
eight people were killed and 50 Injured, 
rriany fatally, in a wreck Saturday, at 
Logan, la. 
Twenty-four of the dead 


are Identified, and the others are so 
bacrty mutilated that Identlllcation la 
hardly possible. 


It was not until after the morning 


papers were out that the first authentic 
Information became generally known. 
The depot was the center toward which 
aJl 
turned, and 
then 
the morning 


train brought in their sad burden of 
dead and dying, the depot approaches 
were thickly massed with people, who 
talked In whispers, and shuddered as 
they thought of the bereaved ones, to 
whom they could only ofter,silent sym- 
pathy. 


The list of Injured contains the names 


of 28 or more people who are seriously 


J hurt, dangerously so, to a greater or less 
degree. In audition, there were-at least 
EO, If not a greater number, who re- 
ceived; Injuries of a minor nature. These 
consisted of bruises and cuts or slight 
disfigurements, which will practically 
amount to nothing. 


A considerable number, also, 
were 


shaken.up severely. This was especially 
the case among the passengers who oc- 
cupied the cars Immediately behind the 
one which was demolished. The Inci- 
dental fright, combined with the shock, 
thftw both men and women Into hys- 
terics, but owing to the work thru de- 
volved upon the physicians in caring for 
the desperately hurt, such Individuals 
were left without medical attention and 
got over tfcelr attacks as best'they could. 
Their condition, hov/ever, left its effect 
upon great numbers of the passengers, 
and when they alighted from trains 
they were all trembling, and many of 
them, although their limbs were- sound 
and their general physical condition was 
unimpaired, regulred the assistance of 
friends to lead them away to their 
homes. It took much time to prepare 
the injured for their journey to this city. 
It was necessary to transport ,thcm a 
considerable distance after tho wounds 
were dressed. 


It was many hours after the departure 


of the first section of the return train, 
which carried the unhurt, before the sec- 
ond section was started. The latter car- 
ried all the wounded, whose hurts were 
serious. It had also on board such 
friends of the injured as would not be 
torn away from, or forced to leave the 
sides of their suffering loved ones. 


The section consisted of two coaches, 


a baggage car and a Pullman. 
They 


were crowded to an uncomfortable 
degree, In order to hold the great numr 
ber that boarded. 
The baggage car 


was U3"ed for those who required cots 
and stretchers for the Journey. The other 
caf was for those who were able to sit 
up, or were less Injured. The scenes 
which were presented within the two 
oars cannot be forgotten by those who 
witnessed it. The Interior of the bag- 
gage car presented the most pathetic 
Right. Here were ranged, end to end, 
The cots which bore the most seriously 
Injured. They filled the car to Its full- 
est capacity. The roll of the dead belong- 
ing in Omaha numbers 18. 


The responsibility for the 
accident 


rests on Engineer Montgomery of the ill- 
fated excursion train. His orders were 
to wait at Logan tor the last mall and 
fast freight. He started his train out 
immediately after the mall passed, for- 
getting about the freight. The head-end 
collision occurred 20 minutes later on a 
curve. The heavy freight passed par- 
tially over the passenger. All the peo- 
ple tllledwere In the front coaches of the 
excursion. 
All the dead and Injured 


were brought to Omaha. 


STRTJCK EMPTY CARS. 


Fire Feruonfi Killed in un Accident to ft 


PlonJc Train. 


Chicago, July 13.—Five people were 


killed, three fatally Injured and a score 
seriously hurt In a wreck on the "Wis- 
consin Ceniral road last night. 
The 


wrecked train was the first section of a 
picnic which had been held at Schiller 
nark, about IS miles west of the city. 
The picnic was held under the auspices 
ol the Ancient Order of United Work- 
men, 
and Jully 3000 people were In at- 


tendance. The first sect^fr consisted of 
13 cars, and left the pars shortly after 
6 o'clock for the return trip to the city. 


All the cars were densely crowded, and 


many people were standing on the plat- 
form of the cars. 
When 
the train 


reached Altenhelm cemetery, 10 miles 
from 'the city, it ran upon a siding In 
front.of the depot. 


The picnic train was not running over 


10 miles an hour, and when It neared 
Altenhelm, the switchman at the depot 
opended a switch to transfer a freight 
train, and did not close it In time to pre- 
vent the picnic train from dashing upon 
a siding, whore a train of empty 
coaches were standing, waiting for a 
clear track. 


The 'picnic tram did not strike the 


train on the elding with great force, and, 
In fact, the entire engine, of the picnic 
train was not damaged beyond a broken 
pilot. The foi-ce of the collision was sut- 
flcient. however, to Jam the flrst coach 
up against the baggage car iu such a 
way as to partially telescope, it. The 
people who were killed were all standing 
on the platform or the first coach, and 
their lives were crushed out by the rSr 
end of the baggage car. All of the seri- 
ously Injured were in the first car, and 
none of the passengers in the other cars 
were badly Injured, although some of 
them were bruised by being thrown 
against seats, and to the floor of the cars.

If •wo confine our investigation of 


charitable institutions to their reports 
or to visiting theju, -we siall find it al- 
most impossible to get at tho effect of 
their work. Most of the reports are by 
those -who belong to the institutions, or 
rapport them, or believe firmly that be- 
cause there is a cry of distress any at- 
tempt tit relief is a good and.prajso- 
worthy act. I believe (hat reformers 
should toko every opportunity to pro- 
claim that an act is not pniiseworthv, 
or even justifiable, rmles§ tho results are 
permanently helpfnl to the recipient. 


Inilr. Beudy's book on the "Mean- 


ing and Methods of True.Charity" ho 
says, "True charity involves a full ac- 
quaintance with tho wider Eocial"condi- 
tiona and tendencies within the limits 
of which we -ivorli, nnd without knowl- 
edge of -which our efforts arcs likely to 
be self destructive." Accepting this 
definition of what true'charity ought to 
be, let ns see how far our charitable in- 
stitutions act upon it 


The cloakmakers of New York claim 


that the United Hebrew Charity organ- 
ization was taming out ready made 
clonkmakcrs by tho dozen at a time 
when there was not enough work to bo 
had for those already in tbe trade. Ic is 
only fair to say that if thig organized 
body had "a full acquaintance with 
the social conditions .and tendencies'1 
within the limits of which it worked 
it mnst certainly see that by crowd- 
ing more cloakmakers into a market al- 
ready overstocked it would firswforce 
out of employment some of those now 
earning a living at that trade; second, 
it would compel a further subdivision 
of the work to bo had, and, third, there 
would be n lot of unemployed cloak- 
makers to be taken care of by its own 
or some other charitable institution. In 
London Mr. Ferrer and Mr. Loch of the 
Charity Organization society objected 
to giving work outside what the market 
demanded because it forced into pau- 
perism those immediately above tho 
class it rescued, and by-merely substi- 
tuting the labor of the "worst for that 
of the better sort, it must really raise 
the cost of production and intensify the 
evil it sought to remove." 


There can bo little hope for anything 


rat confusion and waste of good ma- 
:erial until all bodies working for tha 
ilimination of poverty .recognize thai 
the individual whom they seek to benefit 
must be mado independent, and that 
the worker wbo is in a trade and be- 
longs to a trade union is doing what he 
can through organization to raise the 
standard of living and thereby abolish 
poverty, and that it is the duty of all 
bodies which havo for their object the 
well being of mankind to give their in- 
dividual support to all labor organiza- 
tions in their efforts to.get at least a 
living wage. This might be accom- 
plished if every charitable institution 
would keep a list of union prices, and 
never underbid snch prices in its efforts 
to obtain work for those depending up- 
on it for support. If this is not done 
and these institutions go on blindly, 
underselling in the competitive market', 
they will simply work against them- 
selves and make two.dependents whera 
there was one before. 


The Salvation Army of London estab- 


lished workshops for the employment of 
(.ho unemployed and' then brought the 
products into the market to compete not 
only with those who had found work 
independently, but also with those for 
whom work had.been provided by other 
institutions.' Thus the London school 
board accepted the tender of the Salva- 
tion Army for supplying firewood to 
the schools for 12 months in preference 
to the competing tenders of the'Church 
Army, Bernard's horns and the Boys' 
home, Regent's park. 


Many of the charities of Hew York 


do lasting harm by having work done 
at less than the average, wage and then 
sending the.prodnce of such labor into 
the market to compete with the 4abo'r of 
those who'aro trying to keep up wages 
by organization. It has been my fortune 
to have worked the greater 'part of my 
life with institution reared girla . And 
I am forced to say that experience hag 
taught me that two of the noblest insti- 
tutions, with tho most self sacrificing 
women as their conductors, have w'orkec 
more harm in a single trade in a few 
years than we may ever hope to repair. 
Tho Catholic orphan asylums of'isew 
York and Brooklyn are the institutions 
to which I refer. Theso institutions, be- 
cause" they must support the children 
or make them supportthemselv.es, turn 
their buildings, or home's, as they are 
sometimes called, into factories where 
they manufacture gloves, shoes, shirts 
and chairs. All of these industries are 
carried ou on strictly business princi- 
ples. That is, they take 'up a trade to 
make money'by it. They, go1 into the 
competitive.market, bid for the work 
that is to be had and almost always get 
it. for they.can afford to do the.work at 


1 a much lower figure than- the a'verage 
manufacturer, because of their superior 
organization and the support which they 
receive for the children from the' state." 
The sisters, a most deserving and noble 
body of- women, 'do'dot seeni to see fur- 
ther than the immediate need of support 
for the children and the BrosMrite o* 


their cider. They do not "even realize 
that by underbidding in the competitive,, 
market in this way, so as to get work 
for their own children, they are helping 
to form conditions which will make it 
utterly impossible for the same children 
to earn a living when thrown on thuir 
own resources. 


In an address delivered by Mrs. Low- 


ell on the dependent children of New 
Jork county in October, 1898, she gives 
a vivid account of the life of children 
as port of a great body without any 
training of family life, living in the 
unnatural isolation of a crowd of chil- 
dren like themselves and subject to in- 
stitution training which must destroy 
in almost all the capacities to meet the 
difficulties and temptations to whi'jh 
thoy will be exposed so soon as they be- 
gin life for themselves. What prepara- 
tion for independent action can be 
found in a life, the one necessity of 
which is absolute dependence upon and 
cojiformity to rule? What room is there 
for the development or eiercise of en- 
ergy or invention in n life where every-, 
thing is ready to hand and prepared by 
machinery? What sense of personal love 
or care can be felt when the child is 
one; of 600 or 100, marshaled 
and 


drilled in companies from the getting 
np in the morning nntil the going to 
bed at nighb? Fancy the stultification 
of mind and soul which must follow 
from such-conditions. 


To get . a clearer idea of what these 


children have to battle with when they 
come out into the world and how poorly 
they are prepared for the struggle, we. 
might take as an example a young shirt- 
maker tryirrg to mako a place for her- 
Eelf in the trade after leaving the con- 
vent. The first thing forced upon her 
mind when applying for work is that 
there are quite enough of her kind of 
shirtmakers in the market already; but,1 
granting that she is fortunate enough 
to obtain work in one of the factories, 
already well supplied, she soon learns 
that the institution from which she 'has 
graduated may at any moment offer to 
do the -work she now has for less monev 
than she receives, and thus force upon 
her the alternative of accepting a reduc- 
tion in price or going without work, 
which to her means 'to be turned cue 
upon tho streets, being an orphan and 
very often friendless. Her education an 
part of a vast body, without any knowl- 
edge of worldly affairs, has unfitted her 
for ,-iny kind of resistance to the desper- 
ate struggle in which she finds herself. 
Of all hopeless working women she 
soon becomes the most hopeless. With- 
out interest in anything in the world 
but her own little existence, with little 
or no love for the institution she has 
just left, and with no idea of individu- 
ality; she has only one desire—to shake 
off Ell responsibility on any one Who is 
willing to take it. This is not at all to 
be wondered at, for^she has gone through 
life thus far as part of a well regulated 
machine, and is DOW utterly unfit to 
stand alone. 


So we see these institutions by their 


greed or shortsightedness defeating the 
very.-end they have in view, the teach- 
ing of the children trades whereby they 
may earn an honest living. The children 
are taught trades, but what are their 
stances of earning a living in a trade 
n wJiich it no longer pays even a pow- 
erful body like these ins'titutions to en- 
gage. Such is the story of the shirt 
trade 1 It now.pays so poorly that the 
institutions are taking up other branches I 
of industry. No more money for them 
m tho shirt business! What of the gir 
who must earn a living for herself sin 
gle handed in the trade which the 
have helped to ruin? What will becom 
of her while she is learning another 
business? 


It was the results of this same system 


that is bringing into direct competitioi 
thB labor of those who are partially sun 
ported by the state with .the labor o 
men :uid women who depend entirely 
upon their own resources to earn a liv- 
ing which led to organized 
action 


againfit contract labor in'the New York 
state prisons about 20 years ago Thi 
agitation was at its strongest in 1879 
when the New York papers and the la 
bor organizations made a determined 
attack on this phase of .the evil The 
Hatters' union by its unceasing activity 
completely abolished the making of hate 
in the New York state prisons and has 
thereby been enabled to keep up the effi- 
ciency of work" and the scale of wages 
m the trade ever since. It was shown 
before the legislature in 1879 ' that the 
inmates of the New York state prisons 
were making shoes, clothing, hosiery 
names.';, brooms, stoves and iron work 
for outside contractors. These contract- 
ors were able ..to underbid the bosses 
who employed only outside honest labor 
and so forced them to reduce wages 
which meant, eventually, a redaction of 
wages nil over, the country. 
, 


The-orphan asylums by their own re- 


ports show that they are engaged in 
EhoemaLing, .glove sewing, chairmai- 
mg, knitting work, and printing tie 
produce of all of which they bring into 
the market to compete with outside labor 
and force ths workers in the factories to 
accept the prices -they set .: 
.•

Good Work or the tTnlonj. 


• Organized labor is gradually but sure- 
ly bringing aboutan'improved condition 
of affairs for tlie toiler, says a labor ex- 
change. From almost every direction 
comes cheering intelligence of amicable 
arrangement of difficulties, and except 
m a very few of the largest business 
centers, there is mucli encouragement 
for the future. 
Labor, organized on 


trades union lines, will bring about an 
-intelligent and healthful understanding 
between the -employing class and the 
employee and the general betterment of 
economic conditions. Let there be no 
abatement in the spirit of union organi- 
zation, the only pure religion for the 
salvation of present living conditions.

If a labor organiza- 
tion has a few dollars to spend in prop-

In pursuance of this decision 
orders were given.at the park to remove 
the objectionable granite hose from the 
site and to abandon work at Folsom on 
the stone coping designed to surround
